v idu al citizen in th e fo rm o f 
w ritten co n stitu tio n s—fo r 
o n ly 
th o se th in gs wh ich are set do wn 
in writin g co u ld be dep en ded o n 
to cu rb ambitio u s ru lers. So th e 
n ew n atio n p ro v ided a w ritten 
co n stitu tio n fo r each in div idu al 
state as well as a w ritten co n ­ 
stitu tio n fo r th e u n io n o f states. 
Particu lar p ain s were taken to 
p ro tect th e righ ts o f th e in di­ 
v idu al states, n o t o n ly again st 
o th er states bu t again st th e fed­ 
eral o r cen tral go v ern men t. An d 
th is is n o t at all su rp risin g wh en 
o n e co n siders th e fact th at th e 
co lo n ies differed so mu ch fro m 
each o th er in religio n an d p o li­ 
tics an d co mmercial in terests. 
Th ey were almo st as jealo u s o f 
each o th er as were th e n atio n s 
o f Eu ro p e—an d n o th in g bu t fear 
o f 
Eu ro p e co u ld 
h av e fo rced 
th em to jo in to geth er in o n e 
n atio n . 
Fro m th e v ery start th ere ex ­ 
isted a bitter differen ce o f o p in ­ 
io n regardin g th e ch aracter o f 
th e u n io n . 
Th e n o rth ern co l­ 
o n ies lean ed stro n gly to ward th e 
idea th a t a stro n g cen tral go v ­ 
ern m en t 
sh o u ld 
p redo min ate, 
wh ile th e so u th ern co lo n ies were 
eq u ally in sisten t u p o n a stro n g 
state an d a v ery weak cen tral 
go v ern men t. 
Bu t th is div isio n 
was n o t defin ite an d it fre­ 
q u en tly h ap p en ed th a t certain 
n o rth ern co lo n ies were fo u n d in 
th e ran ks o f th e state’s righ ts 
adv o cates. 
On e sch o o l o f p o litical th o u gh t 
adh ered to th e idea th a t th e 
Un ited States was a v o lu n tary 
u n io n o f so v ereign states—a u n ­ 
io n almo st as weak as o u r mo d­ 
ern Leagu e o f Natio n s—an d th at 
th e in div idu al state h ad th e in ­ 
h eren t righ t to with draw fro m 
th a t u n io n wh en ev er it m igh t 
wish to do so . 
Th is v ery dan ­ 
gero u s th eo ry was twice 
p u t 
into actio n by the stubbo rn state 


o f So u th Caro lin a. On th e first 
o ccasio n So u th Caro lin a o bject­ 
ed to £t federal tariff—refu sed to 
abide by th e o bjectio n able law— 
an d p erm itted En glish sh ip s to 
lan d En glish go o ds with o u t p ay ­ 
in g th e tariff. An d o n th e sec­ 
o n d o ccasio n So u th Caro lin a o b­ 
jected to th e electio n o f Abra­ 
h am Lin co ln to th e p residen cy — 
seceded fro m th e u n io n — an d 
p recip itated th e Civ il War. 
Th is war was n o t fo u gh t o v er 
th e q u estio n o f Negro slav ery , 
bu t Negro slav ery was its basic 
cau se an d th e war resu lted in 
th e abo litio n o f slav ery . 
It was fo u gh t to settle th e 
q u estio n o f wh eth er o r n o t a 
member state h ad th e righ t to 
leav e th e Un io n —to fo rce th o se 
states wh ich h ad left to co me 
back in to th e Un io n . 
Ju st p rio r to th e o u tbreak o f 
th e war th e 
so u th ern states 
made o n e fin al, desp erate an d 
u n su ccessfu l effo rt to settle th e 
wh o le slav ery q u estio n in th eir 
fav o r. 
Th e so u th ern delegates 
at th e Demo cratic co n v en tio n in 
18 60 deman ded th a t th e co n v en ­ 
tio n ado p t a p lan k to th e effect 
th at co n gress m u st p ro tect slav ­ 
ery in all th e territo ries an d 
th at th e n o rth ern delegates mu st 
n o t o n ly adv o cate slav ery bu t 
m u st also adm it it was mo rally 
righ t. Wh en th e n o rth ern Demo ­ 
crats refu sed to do th is th e 
so u th ern Demo crats h eld a sep ­ 
arate 
co n v en tio n —two 
Demo ­ 
cratic can didates were p laced in 
th e field—an d th e Rep u blican s 
elected Abrah am Lin co ln to th e 
p residen cy . 
So u th Caro lin a seceded o n De­ 
cember 20, 18 60, an d by th e time 
th at Lin co ln was in au gu rated, 
o n March 4,18 6 1, th ere were sev ­ 
en less states in th e Un io n th an 
th ere were wh en h e was elected. 
In fact, th ere was an en tire n ew 
n atio n o n th e No rth American 
co n tin en t, fo r th irty day s earlier 
a co n v en tio n o f delegates h ad 
met at Mo n tgo mery , Alabama, 
an d h ad created th e Co n feder­ 
ate States o f America. So u th 
Caro lin a, 
Mississip p i, 
Flo rida, 
Alabama, 
Geo rgia, 
Lo u isian a 
an d Tex as were go n e an d, by th e 
en d o f May , No rth Caro lin a, Vir­ 
gin ia, Ten n essee an d Arkan sas 
h ad left th e Un io n . 
Of all th e 
slav e-h o ldin g states, th ere re­ 
main ed in th e Un io n o n ly Ken ­ 
tu cky , Misso u ri, Mary lan d, Dela- 
wart an d a p art o f Virgin ia 
wh ich so o n became West Vir­ 
gin ia. 
There is no need o f o ur go ing 


in to th e details o f th e Civ il War. 
Th ere were less th an fiv e an d 
o n e-h alf millio n wh ites in th e 
states wh ich seceded, as o p p o sed 
to twen ty -two millio n wh ites in 
th e n o rth ern states. Th e so u th ­ 
ern states h ad v ery few rail­ 
ro ads an d almo st n o facto ries. 
Th eir 
seap o rts were p ro mp tly 
blo ckaded by th e Un io n n av y to 
p rev en t su p p lies fro m reach in g 
th e So u th . 
Th e Un io n 
fo rces 
were n atu rally in creased to th e 
p o in t wh ere th ey o u tn u mbered 
th e so u th ern tro o p s th ree to o n e. 
An d y et th e so u th ern 
armies 
were so co u rageo u s an d so well 
co mman ded th a t it req u ired fo u r 
y ears o f blo o dy warfare to fin ally 
wear th em do wn by starv atio n 
an d ex h au stio n . 
No n atio n in 
th e wo rld ev er fo u gh t a mo re 
co u rageo u s war u n der su ch ad­ 
v erse co n ditio n s. 
Co n trary to th e ex p ectatio n s 
o f th e m ilitary co mman ders o f 
bo th sides o f th e Civ il War th e 
co n q u est was actu ally wo n in th e 
West. 
Th e stro n gest Un io n a r­ 
mies were co n cen trated fo r th e 
defen se o f W ash in gto n , an d th e 
stro n gest 
Co n federate 
fo rces 
were o p eratin g between 
th em 
an d th e Co n federate cap ital o f 
Rich mo n d, Virgin ia. 
Th e Co n ­ 
federate co mman ders 
in 
th is 
eastern secto r were far su p erio r 
to th e Un io n co mman ders an d 
figh tin g in th e East was distin ct­ 
ly in fav o r o f th e Co n federacy / 
In th e West, alo n g th e Mississ­ 
ip p i riv er , m atters p ro gressed 
slo wly u n til Gen eral U. S. G ran t 
cap tu red 
Vicksbu rg — an d th e 
Un io n was so o n in co n tro l o f th e 
en tire Mississip p i riv er. G ran t’s 
su ccess so imp ressed Presiden t 
Lin co ln th a t h e was made co m- 
m an der-in -ch ief o f th e 
en tire 
Un io n army .

—A nav al board of inq u iry m et 
today (9 a. m., EST) to ascer­ 
tain, if possible, the cau se of the 
sinking of the su bm arine Sq u alu s 
which cost the liv es of 26 men. 
W hen the u ndersea craft sank 
May 23 du ring a trial div e 15 
miles of this port, the disaster 
was blamed on an open indu c­ 
tion v alv e which nav al men be­ 
liev ed allowed the sea to spill into 
after com partm ents bu t th a t has 
not been established definitely 
as the cau se. 
Ev en as the board, headed ty y 
Rear Admiral William T. T ar­ 
rant, com m andant of the first 
nav al district, Boston, gathered, 
the Sq u alu s still rem ained im ­ 
bedded in mu d 240 feet below 
the ocean’s su rface and each of 
the 33 men rescu ed from the 
su bmersible by the escape bell 
stood by to testify , if called.
